LONDON—The naval demonstration 
is apparently to take place. Russia has 
requested France and the United King- 
dom to represent her but the tact of 
the absence of her own ships speaks 
for itself. 

Austria is pressing for int>rvention on 
land but the powers have determined to 
confine their efforts to a blockade of the 
Montenegrin coast, with a view to 
starving out the country. 

No one, however, believes that this will 
be in any way effective and it is tolerably 
obvious that this step of the powers wil! 
- have no effect whatever on the operations 
before Skutari or the attitude of the 
Serbo-Montenegrin governments, which 
are steadily maturing their plans for 
storming the fortress. 

The protest of the powers at Athens on 
account of the naval help supplied by 
Greece has met with the reply that the 
government is simply carrying out its 
treaty obligations. As the war is con- 
tinuing, and as the powers themselves 
undertook not to interfere with military 
operations during the continuance of the 
war, there is really no diplomatic excuse 
for their actions. 

It is difficult to avoid the suspicion that 
Russia is agreeing to a move which she 
‘knows will be abortive and that France 
Is acting in express agreement with her.

The President 
promptly led his’ fellow-members for- 
ward in a body to a position close to 
where the senators were sitting and 
there they remained during the service 
in spite of the efforts of the acting mas- 
ter of ceremonies to induce them to go 
back. M. Rodzianko told this official that 
the Duma had been slighted, that he 
did not know his business, and that he 
and his friends would stay where they 
were. 

At the gala banquet in the Winter 
palace, which took place ag the follow- 
ing day, a fresh attempt was made to 
lower the status of the Duma by slight- 
ing its president. M. Rodzianko found 
that he was not to be allowed a seat 
in St. George’s hall, where the imperial 
table was set, and promptly declared 
that unless he was given a position cor- 
responding to the dignity of the Duma, 
he would not attend the banquet at all. 
The master of ceremonies declared that 
a mistake had been made and the presi- 
dent was given a seat in St. George’s 
hall, 

It is said that the members of the 
Duma are not prepared to submit much 
longer to these persistent efforts to limit 
their rights and. status, and both the 
Octobrists and the Progressists are tak- 
ing steps to deal with the matter. The 
Progressists have introduced a bill aim- 
ing at the reform of the ceuncil of the 
empire, which they say is clearly hos- 
tile to constitutional government and is 
in sympathy with the methods of gov- 
ernment condemned by the imperial mani- 
festo 1905. The Octobrists, on the other 
hand, are determined not to allow the 
“explanation” of the Senate, which prac- 
tically abolished freedom of speech in the 
Duma, to pass unchallenged. 


‘MADRID CONGRESS

The original plan of seed distribution 
was to disseminate information pro- 
duced by the experiments and research 
work in the bureau of plant industry, 
and to secure data 
on the, practical results obtained through 
use of newly-developed seeds in various 
parts of the country. Each package bore, 
and still bears, a request that the user 
of the seeds shall inform the department 
of the results realized from the planting 
of the seeds, and thereby give the depart- 
ment valuable information on which to 
conduct future experiments. All the 
seeds were supposed to be unusual! and 
novel and valuable, calculated to broaden 
the nation’s horticultural scope. 

As it has worked out, however, the 
seeds are bought by the government in 
open market, are commor varieties and 
bring no good and mueb trouble and ex- 
pense to the government departments. 
The public has come to expect the seeds 
every year, as “something for nothing,” 
and it is the rare exception for a recip- 
ient to report any results to the depart- 
ment. Consequently the prime originai 
purpose has been wholly lost sight of. 
Furthermore there is a tremendous 
waste, as it is estimated that less than 25 
per cent of the seeds are ever used at ail, 
the rest being thrown into waste bas- 
kets and never planted

This way of cleaning will be found to 
more satisfactory and much more 
easily and quickly accomplished than by 
the method frequently employed of put- 
ting the gloves on the hands when cleans- 
ing.

NEW YORK—February earnings of 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
were less favorable than any that have 
been published thus far in the current 
fiscal period from the viewpoint of 
changes in gross and net, as compared 
with a year ago. There Was a gain in 
gross of only $276,562, and an improve- 
ment in nét of $42,448, while for the 
eight months ended Feb. 28 the improve- 
ment by the former was $5,768,086 and 
approximately $3,000,000 by the latter. 
The average increase in gross for the 
eight months was about $721,000 per 
month and that of the net $375,000, so 
that the changes of February were con- 
siderably below the average. 

February- earnings a year ago were 
unusually favorable and at the same 
time there was one day more in that 
month than in the corresponding period 
this year. Gains of about $50,000 each 
were shown in gross and net in Feb- 
ruary, 1912, so that the exhibit this year 
more favorable than wonld appear 
from the bare comparison with 1012. 

It will be recalled that in February, 
1912, all the Western roads handled quite 
a large tonnage, some of which was de- 
layed by unfavorable weather and op- 
erating conditions in January. This 
year, however, favorable operating con- 
ditions prevailed in both months and 
consequently there was no delayed ton- 
nage to be moved at the close of 
January. 

No doubt future earnings of the 
Union will continue to show satisfactory 
gains over a yegr ago, although the 
changes may not be as imposing as those 
shown in many previous months of the 
current fiscal period. It expected, 
however, that the company will close its 
year with a substantial surplus over the 
1 per cent common dividend  require- 
ments. In fact, no feelmg of uneasiness 
is entertained in well-informed circles 
with respect to the road’s ability to| 
maintain the current rate indefinitely 
in the future.

Eastman Kodak produced $14,000,000 for 
stogk holders for its last year, or more 
than the New Haven Railroad, and nearly 
twice as much as the $90,000,000 Ameri- 
can Sugar Company. 

The $19,500,000 common stock is listed? 
on the New York stock exchange, but 
transactions are very rarely made. It haa 
received dividends of 40 per cent in each 
of the last three years, earned 70 per cent 
in 1912, and sells around $700 a share. 
Thus the common stock, which upon 
organization of the company in 1902 was 
largely represented by “good-will,” com- 
mands a market valuation of $136,000,000. 
It cost the Eastman Kodak Company of 
New Jersey $4,673,100 preferred and $15,- 
400,000 common stock to put together a 
number of manufacturing and selling 
corporations 11 years ago. With only a 
$6,000,000 addition to capital stock in 
the intervening period, this organization 
has produced $74,000,000 in profits, with 
never a backward slip in the steady rise 
of earnings. 

The moving picture business, which has 
spread like wildfire all over the work, 
has helped receipts of the Eastman 
Kodak Company wonderfully. It is esti- 
mated that in the United States alone 
$200,000,000 is invested in the motion 
picture business, and that 5,000,000 Amer- 
icans daily spend $500,000 on this form 
of entertainment. Eastman Kodak as 
the largest manufacturer of photographie 
films is, of course, benefited most by this 
comparatively new outlet for its product. 

Eastman Kodak carried $5,300,000 to 
surplus last year after payment of 40 per 
cent common dividends.

secretaryship is an independent cabinet and 
admumstrative ofhce with duties as important 
and powers as great as those vested in his 
military colleague. In other words, the pres- 
ent title gives to the administrative head of the army prominence in 
the military affairs of the nation that should be shared with the 
head of the navy. Such a point would be well taken. Only the 
indisposition—generally one to be commended—to change things 
that are rooted in the beginnings of the government, very likely has 
prevented the change our correspondent would like to see made. 

At the time of the founding ot the government of the United 
States on a constitutional basis only five cabinet places were pro- 
vided for—the secretaryships of state, of the treasury, and of war, 
the postmaster-generalship and the attorney-generalship. These 
posts were created by Congress, however, and not by the constitu- 
tion. In those days the nation had no navy worth mentioning—that 
is to say, 11 1789. Such duties as might properly fall to a secretary

of the navy, it was believed, could be safely imposed upon the secre- 
tary of war. Yet, two years later, the view of Congress on this 
point changed, and it was deemed best to encourage the construction 
of a navy and to create a department of the government to have in 
charge that branch of the public service. Thus, in 180%, Thomas 
Jefferson being President, Benjamin Stoddart of Maryland was 
appointed first secretary of the navy. In the same year Robert 
Smith, also of Maryland, took his place, and Jacob Crowninshield 
of Massachusetts succeeded him, being the third naval secretary of 
the Jefferson administration. 

The tithe of “secretary of war’ was continued for the head of 
the army at this time, and ‘it has continued ever since, mainly, per- 
haps, because no serious attempt has been made to disturb it. It 
should be said in this connection that the secretary of war for over 
fifty years also performed many of the duties now assigned to the 
secretary of thé interior. Indian administration was even longer in 
his hands, and it is only of comparatively recent date that his juris-. 
diction over other important internal matters entirely ceased. The 
engineering corps ,of the army being under his authority, he still 
exercises important functions in connection with navigable waters. 

The title of “secretary of the army” would convey a more intel- 
ligent understanding of his present duties, as it would balance more 
nicely with a post that complements his office in the administration.

indictment. Our information is to the effect 
that they pleaded guilty frankly, and that they are preparing 
to inaugurate at the next meeting of the state federation of women’s 
clubs a system of education in domestic economy that will, if accepted 
by the women of the state, teach them how to reduce to eight hours 
the working time of their cooks and maids. How far this may be 
a successful move is not yet to be even guessed. There is one phase 
of the matter, however, that 1s deserving of far more attention than 
it has ever received, which is that the working day in the average 
household, both for mistress and help, is altogether too long. It 
often spreads over fifteen hours, or over a period nearly twice as 
jong as that now recognized as a reasonable working day. 

How this matter shall be remedied 1s a question secondary to 
the proposition that it should be remedied in some way. There is 
probably no drudgery that is more constant than that which comes 
to millions of housekeepers and to their help. It is due in large 
ineasure to the customs that have grown up in society, and to a lack 
of system in household management. But whatever the cause, the 
fact remains that there is as much room for improvement in the 
management of domestic affairs, with a view to the comfort of those 
who bear the burden of the work, as there is in mercantile or indus- 
trial affairs. The women’s clubs of the whole country might well 
take this matter int\hand and deal with it intelligently and effectively. 

THERE is a serious shortage in the maple sugar output of New 
England this year, but the cranberry crop promises to be a record 
breaker. However, there are times when cranberry sauce cannot 
be successfully substituted for maple syrup, and then, again, there 
are times when it can. 

STRICTLY for private use, a three-course dinner is said to be 
favored at the White House.

[In the article alluded to, Dallas is given a population of 120,594. 
[f the growth which it represents be taken as normal to the larger 
Texas communities, then it must be that at the present time Texas 
has four cities of over 100,000 population. Two of these would be 
above 120,000, and one close to 130,000. The justice of separating 
southern California from present consideration of the great South- 
west will be found in the fact that Los Angeles had at the time of 
the taking of the last census a population of 319,198. 

Texas is now the fourth state of the Union in point of popula- 
tion, being preceded only by New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and 
Missouri. ~ In 1910 two of its cities stood among the twenty-two in 
the United States showing the fastest growth. But it is not in 
population alone that Texas has made marvelous gains 1n recent years. 
Its crop production has been increasing trom year to year with amaz- 
ing strides; at the present ratio of increase annually, the value of 
these crops will reach, before long, the halt billion mark. 

Now, when southern Calitornia with its people and its wealth, 
and New Mexico and Arizona with their potentialities, are included 
with Texas in the great Southwest, the significance of the figures in 
the Dallas article will be more clearly recognized and more fully 
appreciated. And if present conditions are fraught with so much 
promise, is it not worth while for the thoughtful to ask themselves 
what the future will be when a new and better impulse shall be given 
to civilization across the great Southwest's border?
